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MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT,  1910. 


Gomersal,  February  1st,  1911. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Gomersal  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, — 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fourth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  your  District  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1910. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 

The  highest  point  is  525  feet  above  sea  level,  and  is  sit¬ 
uated  in  Popeley  Fields,  on  the  South  Side  of  your  area.  The 
lowest  point,  230  feet  above  sea  level,  is  at  Rawfolds.  The 
whole  of  the  district  is  fully  exposed  to  any  wind.  The  subsoil 
consists  of  clay  over-laying  the  coal  measures.  From  South  to 
nearly  due  North  runs  a  ridge  along  which  the  major  portion  of 
the  population  resides  chiefly  in  Back-to-Back  Houses. 

HOUSING  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Back-to-Back  Houses  are  on  the  whole  good,  plenty 
of  air  spaces  in  the  various  streets  and  yards,  which  are  not  paved 
and  are  repaired  chiefly  with  ashes  ;  consequently  they  are  either 
Dirty  or  Dusty  according  to  the  season.  Supervision  over  new 
houses  is  carefully  watched  by  the  Surveyor.  No  action  is  taken 
under  Part  I.,  II.,  and  III.  of  the  Housing  and  Working  Classes 
Act.  The  ground  floor  of  several  dwellings  is  below  the  outside 
surface  (about  3ft.  bin.),  with  several  feet  of  clear  space  (in  front) 
between  the  dwelling  and  embankment.  Light  is  admitted 
through  a  fairly  large  window  with  large  panes  of  glass.  Six 
cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  reported.  Five  have  been  dealt 
with.  Every  citizen’s  dwelling  has  been  visited  once,  and  the 
sanitary  arrangements  noted. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Bradford,  from  the  high  level,  and  conducted  here  in 
iron  pipes.  Service  pipes  mostly  lead.  Where  advantage  can  be 
taken,  zinc-lined  pipes  are  advised.  Quantity  sufficient.  Quality 
not  up  to  its  usual  standard,  and  contains  a  good  deal  of  colouring 
matter.  No  plumbism  has  come  under  my  notice.  Some  wells  are 
still  used  for  domestic  purposes.  No  samples  have  been  submit¬ 
ted  for  examination.  The  iron  service  pipes  require  cleaning. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Good  and  sufficient.  Three  samples  have  been  submit¬ 
ted  for  examination.  One  was  reported  dirty,  but  otherwise 
good.  Only  a  small  quantity  is  imported.  Milking  utensils 
carefully  cleaned. 

COW  SHEDS. 

All  the  Cow  Sheds  are  deficient  in  air  space  and  light. 
They  are  kept  fairly  clean  and  whitewashed  twice  a  year.  Two 
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special  inspections  have  been  made,  and  60  observations  taken. 
During  tlie  Summer  a  special  inspection  of  all  cows  was  made. 
So  far  as  I  could  tell  no  animal  was  suffering  from  tubercular 
troubles.  Should  the  latter  be  suspected  a  special  report  has  to 
be  made  to  the  Council.  No  Veterinary  Surgeon  is  appointed. 

MEAT. 

Good.  No  tuberculous  carcase  or  animal  has  been 
observed.  The  three  butchers’  shops  being  situated  on  the  main 
road,  constant  observations  are  made  by  the  Inspector  and  my¬ 
self.  No  specially-certificated  Inspector. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  three,  which  are  kept  in  a  fairly  satisfactory 
condition.  Inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Officer 
and  myself,  both  during  the  slaughtering  of  animals  and  at 
oilier  times.  A  public  slaughter  house  for  Gomersal,  or  in  con¬ 
junction  with  Birstall  and  Birkenshaw,  situated  near  the 
Gomersal  Sewage  Outfall  Works,  which  would  not  be  far 
removed  from  the  centre  of  each  district,  would  be  a  decided 
improvement. 

OTHER  FOODS. 

Good.  No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act.  No  action  under  Section  117  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875.  In  December,  1909,  a  large  quantity  of  jam,  which 
had  been  exposed  for  some  considerable  time  in  a  house  infected 
with  enteric,  was  destroyed,  and  final  settlement  taking  place  in 
January,  1910. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

These  number  10,  and  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
2  special  inspections  have  been  made.  No  underground  bake¬ 
houses. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  great  bulk  is  treated  in  two  separate  sections.  The 
smaller  portion  at  the  Gomersal  Irrigation  Outfall  Works,  which 
are  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  capable  of  treating  a  far- 
greater  quantity.  The  major  portion  is  treated  by  a  neighbour¬ 
ing  authority,  Liversedge.  A  small  portion  is  treated  by 
Birstall,  and  a  very  small  portion  by  Birkenshaw.  The  sewers 
are  good,  and  flushed  at  regular  intervals.  The  main  sewer  in 
Church  Lane  has  been  completed  during  the  year. 

EXTENSIONS  REQUIRED. 

Bird  Acre,  Cliff e  Lane,  Lower  Spen,  and  Scott  Lane. 

RIVERS. 

The  River  Spen  separates  Cleckheaton  from  Gomersal. 
Some  small  quantity  of  sewage  finds  its  way  into  this  river ; 
but  on  the  completion  of  the  Cliffe  Lane  Sewerage  Scheme,  plans 
of  which,  I  understand,  are  being  prepared,  pollution  will  be 
prevented. 
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EXCREMENT  DISPOSAL. 

Chiefly  dry  ashpits.  Where  advantage  can  be  taken 
water  closets  are  being  substituted.  Nine  of  the  latter  have  been 
put  in  during  the  year.  Some  few  ashpits,  as  in  1908,  still 
remain  uncovered. 

HOUSE  REFUSE 

And  Excrement  Disposal  are  dealt  with  by  the  Council. 
At  the  end  of  1909  the  staff*  for  this  purpose  was  doubled,  and  is 
in  a  much  more  satisfactory  condition.  It  is  deposited  on  agri¬ 
cultural  land.  But  this  is  becoming  a  difficulty,  and  ultimately 
a  destructor  will  possibly  have  to  be  provided,  or  some  arrange¬ 
ment  made  with  a  neighbouring  authority. 

BYE  LAWS. 

The  present  have  been  in  existence  since  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  Local  Board  in  1875.  The  adoption  of  model  bye 
laws  is  under  consideration  by  the  Council. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES.  None. 

FRIED  FISH  SHOPS. 

There  are  four.  Three  special  inspections  have  been 
made.  The  sale  rooms  are  fairly  satisfactory.  In  the  preparing 
rooms  greater  care  should  be  observed.  The  drainage  requires 
thoroughly  overhauling.  The  refuse  should  be  destroyed  every 
day ;  no  accumulation  being  allowed  to  take  place  even  for  24 
hours. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Voluntary  notification  was  suggested  in  1908,  but  un¬ 
fortunately  no  results  have  been  obtained.  No  distribution  of 
literature  or  instructions  given  except  a  circular  respecting 
spitting.  No  disinfection  of  infected  houses.  No  hospital  ac¬ 
commodation. 

MID  WIVES. 

One  registered.  No  puerperal  fever. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  three.  The  sanitary  arrangements  at  the 
Mechanics’  are  fairly  satisfactory.  A  defective  inlet  of  sewer 
gas  was  found  leaking  into  a  school  room.  This  was  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Mechanics’  Committee,  and  at  once  remedied, 
the  school  being  closed  2  days  for  this  purpose.  The  drain  from 
the  conveniences  to  the  main  sewer  in  Oxford  Road,  at  the 
joints,  is  still  defective.  The  ashpits  receive  constant  attention. 
Water  closets  would  be  much  better,  and  doubtless  would  be 
erected  if  the  school  was  likely  to  continue.  The  County 
Authorities  are  about  to  build  a  new  one,  plans  of  which,  I  un¬ 
derstand,  have  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Education.  Water 
supply  good.  A  series  of  cases  of  diphtheria  of  school  children 
have  been  reported,  which  are  dealt  with  under  Infectious 
Diseases. 
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INFANTS’  SCHOOL. 

Tliis  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  Water  supply  and 
sanitary  arrangements  good. 

HILL  TOP  SCHOOL. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  are  fairly  good  and  receive 
constant  attention.  The  main  sewer  in  Church  Lane  has  been 
completed  during  the  year,  thus  allowing  the  School  Authorities 
to  connect  their  new  water  closets,  which,  I  understand,  will  be 
done  during  the  year.  Water  supply  good.  A  strict  watch  is 
kept  on  all  scholars  by  the  teaching  staff,  and  any  defect  found 
is  sent  for  examination  at  once.  The  whole  of  the  schools  are 
disinfected  twice  a  year  in  addition  to  special  disinfections.  This 
year  sx>ecial  attention  lias  been  given  owing  to  diphtheria. 
Mechanics’  disinfected  7  times,  Hill  Top  twice,  Infants’  twice. 
The  drains  are  regularly  flushed.  A  School  County  Medical 
Officer  visits  the  schools,  but  I  have  not  received  any  communi¬ 
cation. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  are  10  in  the  district,  where  great  care  is  exer¬ 
cised,  and  are  fairly  satisfactory.  Smoke  issues  at  times  from 
the  various  mill  chimneys,  which  I  think  could  be  mitigated. 

NUISANCES.  _ 

19  official  notices  have  been  sent  out.  12  complied  with  ; 
not  complied  with,  7 ;  abated  during  the  year,  36. 

POPULATION. 

Census  in  1901  gave  3,580.  During  the  year  a  good 
many  removals  to  and  from  have  taken  place.  This,  together 
with  a  change  of  your  collector  at  midsummer,  makes  it  very 
difficult  to  know  the  number  of  occupied  houses.  I,  however, 
estimate  the  population  at  the  end  of  July  at  4,260,  a  decrease  of 
25  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  following  calcula¬ 
tions  are  based  upon  the  estimated  population  : — 

DEATHS. 

The  deaths  registered  in  your  district  number  48,  one 
less  than  in  1909.  There  were  6  deaths  of  residents  in  Institu¬ 
tions  outside  your  district,  giving  a  total  of  54,  a  decrease  of  3 
on  the  previous  year.  Four  deaths  took  efface  in  the  Dewsbury 
Workhouse  Infirmary  and  two  in  Batley  Hospital.

The  deaths  were  pretty  well  distributed  over  your  area  and  call 
for  no  special  comment,  except  in  the  case  of  diphtheria,  which 
is  dealt  with  under  Infectious  Diseases.  Death  rate  for  the 
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year  12.67,  as  against  13.30  in  1909.  There  were  13  deaths  of 
people  over  70  years  of  age  (9  females,  4  males).  The  oldest 
person  was  a  female  87  years.  Four  inquests  were  held,  as 
against  3  in  1909.  For  various  causes  of  death  see  Table  IV. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  deaths  of  infants,  i.e.,  of  children  under  one  year, 
number  5,  a  decrease  of  3  in  1909.  The  infantile  death  rate  is 
71,  this  being  the  rate  per  1,000  births.  Rate  since  1900  see 
Table  I.  Ages  and  cause  of  death  see  Table  Yl.  With  the 
exception  of  1907  this  is  the  lowest  death  rate  in  the  last  10  years, 
but  is  still  too  great.  If  the  Council  would  adopt  the  Notification 
of  Births  Act,  which  would  allow  the  child  to  be  traced,  and 
appoint  one  or  more  health  visitors  who  would  give  hints  to 
parents  on  Nursing  and  Feeding,  I  feel  sure  the  rate  could  be 
materially  reduced.  Troubles  arising  through  thoughtless  feed¬ 
ing  and  unnecessary  exposure  to  cold  are  a  frequent  source  of 
sickness,  and  often  produce  fatal  results  which  ought  in  many 
cases  to  be  avoided  . 

BIRTHS. 

These  number  70.  Males  40,  Females  30;  an  increase 
of  2.  Birth  rate  for  the  year  16.43,  as  against  15.86  in  1909.  One 
illegitimate  birth  was  registered,  the  same  number  as  the  pre¬ 
vious  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Total  number  reported  during  the  year  39,  as  against 
21  in  1909,  an  increase  of  18.  The  increase  being  due  to  Diph¬ 
theria  9,  and  Scarlet  Fever  10,  over  those  reported  in  the  previous 
year.  Only  one  case  of  Erysipelas  being  reported,  whereas  last 
year  there  were  two.  Enteric  being  the  same,  4  cases.  See 
Table  III.  Respecting  the  Enterics,  one  was  quite  a  child,  and 
only  in  Hospital  a  short  time.  Two  cases  occurred  in  the  same 
house,  where  the  sanitary  arrangements  were  good,  the  rest  of 
the  family,  a  large  one,  remaining  well.  The  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  were  scattered  over  the  district,  three  of  them  being  contact 
cases,  and  acquired  from  infected  houses  outside  your  district. 
The  Diphtheria  cases  were  scattered  about  your  district,  the 
major  portion  of  the  cases  being  on  the  North  side  of  the  Leeds 
and  Elian d  Road,  and  chiefly  where  the  drainage  with  the  main 
sewer  and  domestic  is  good.  The  cases  appeared  during  the 
year  as  follows: — January  1,  February  1,  April  2,  May  2, 
August  1,  September  2,  October  4,  November  2,  and  December  8. 
The  greater  number  appeared  in  the  latter  portion  of  the  year, 
which  is  characteristic  of  Diphtheria.  With  the  exception  of 
4  all  were  of  children  attending  school.  The  schools  were  affect¬ 
ed  as  follows  : — Mechanics’  12,  Hill  Top  4,  Infants’  3.  The 
case  arising  in  August  I  could  assign  no  definite  cause.  Those 
following  were  chiefly  contact,  either  direct  or  indirect,  princi¬ 
pally  from  the  desire  of  friends  to  help  one  another,  or  in  some 
cases  curiosity,  the  parents  ignoring  the  severity  of  the  disease, 
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and  also  how  easily  it  can  be  conveyed  from  one  house  to  an¬ 
other,  although  the  carrier  does  not  show  any  symptoms  of  the 
disease.  After  the  November  cases,  Dr.  Richmond,  of  the  West 
Riding  County  Staff,  came  down  and  took  a  number  of  swabs 
(about  40)  from  various  children’s  throats  at  the  Mechanics’, 
with  the  result  that  two  carriers  were  found  and  at  once  isolated. 
A  defective  drain  was  found  allowing  sewer  gas  to  enter  the 
building  (Mechanics’).  This  was  reported  to  the  committee  and 
at  once  remedied,  the  school  being  closed  two  days  for  that  pur¬ 
pose.  Constant  attention  was  given  by  the  staff  of  all  three 
schools  and  myself,  any  suspicious  cases  were  sent  home,  and  a 
swab  submitted  to  the  County  Authorities,  who  invariably  re¬ 
ported  a  positive  or  negative  result.  Every  case  under  the  In¬ 
fectious  Diseases  Act  was  visited  and  a  thorough  inquiry  made 
by  myself'  and  inspector.  Often  at  different  times  all  the  dwel¬ 
lings  and  drains  were  disinfected,  and  instructions  given  to  the 
householders  to  watch  for  cases  of  sickness,  and  report  anything 
found  at  once.  Only  2  fatal  cases  have  happened.  One  where 
medical  aid  did  not  arrive  till  death  had  taken  place,  the  other 
aid  was  summoned  too  late.  This  good  result  I  attribute  to  the 
prompt  removal  of  patients  to  Hospital,  and  where  cases  have 
been  diagnosed  late  at  night  being  able  to  administer  Diphtheria 
antitoxin,  kept  by  the  Medical  Officer,  and  available  to  any  duly 
qualified  practitioner  on  application.  No  two  cases  have  occur¬ 
red  in  one  house.  I  have  made  over  100  inquiries.  This  does 
not  include  those  made  by  your  Inspector.  Sixteen  thousand 
units  of  Diphtheria  serum  have  been  administered  to  patients 
before  removal  to  Hospital.  Only  3  deaths  have  occurred  from 
Infectious  Diseases,  viz.,  Diphtheria  2,  Measles  1.  Whooping 
Cough  was  prevalent  during  the  Summer,  but  not  of  a  severe 
type,  and  a  few  cases  of  Measles.  Zymotic  death  rate,  .70. 

INFECTIOUS  HOSPITAL. 

The  Oakwell  Joint  Hospital  is  situated  in  the  Birstall 
Council’s  area.  It  is  well  equipped  and  capable  of  treating  any 
outbreak  in  your  district.  Small  Pox  Hospital  not  required, 
though  prepared  to  receive  patients.  No  over-crowding  has 
taken  place.  Total  available  beds,  36.  Number  of  diseases  that 
can  be  treated  concurrently,  six. 

BACTERIOLOGY. 

In  1909  over  50  specimens  were  submitted  to  the  County 
Authority.  I  do  not  know  the  number  for  1910,  but  considerably 
more. 

HOUSES. 

Number  of  Houses,  1,032;  occupied,  990;  unoccupied,  42. 
Inspections  made,  including  those  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
1,400. 

DISINFECTION 

Is  carried  out  by  means  of  spraying  or  fumigating  with 
Formalin. 
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COUNCIL  MEETINGS 

Are  lield  the  first  Wednesday  in  every  month,  to  which 
a  report  is  sent  by  the  Medical  Officer,  reporting  the  number  of 
Births,  Deaths,  Infectious  Diseases,  and  any  Nuisance  or  other 
matters  that  come  under  his  notice. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

The  Factories  have  all  been  visited,  and  the  whole  are 
satisfactory.  Box  closets  are  emptied  by  the  Local  Authority. 
I  should  much  prefer  to  see  water  closets  take  their  place.  Exit 
in  case  of  fire  in  one  or  two  is  inadequate,  and  in  one  the  box 
closet  arrangement  is  unsatisfactory.
